all light is, is a mixture of light of ail 
the colors in the rainbow. The absorp¬ 
tion and scattering of light is far strong¬ 
er for the violet and blue p^rts of the 
light than it is for the red and yellow 
parts; The result, therefore, must be 
that in light of the sun after its passage 
through the atmosphere, that is, at the 
moment it r acli s us, the blue and vio¬ 
let parts having been strongly Weak¬ 
ened, the red and yellow parts must pre-i 
dominate. Hence the reddish color of 
the sun. H nee. also, the bluish color 1 
of the sky, the light of which is simply 
the scattered sunlight. 

The same must hold for starlight in 
traversing space, if It be true that space 
is filled with particles. Now this may 
b» considered to be certainly the case. 
Ev rybody Is familiar with what we call 
shooting stars. According to the esti¬ 
mate of perhaps the most competent of 
our shooting star observers the number 
visible with the naked eye on the whole 
of tin earth during a single night must 
be som > ten millions. We know with 
practical certainly that the mass of the 
vast majority of thes’ bodies must be 
less than a single grain. 'Stitt, however, 
th”se small bodies are only the giants 
among their kind. For the number of 


out ieSs rapid. Nay, it may well be that 
there 'a no thinning out at all. We may 
reasonably hope to see this .question 
settled wiljUin the very near future.

An Ordinance of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sierra Madre tie- 
claring its intention to improve a 
portion of Sunnyside Avenue in said 
City of Sierra Madre, and determ¬ 
ining that bonds shall be issued to 
represent the cost thereof. 

The Board of Trustees of the City 
of Sierra Madre do ordain as tollows: 

See. 1. That the public interest and 
convenience require, and that it is the 
intention of the Board of Trustees of 
the City of Sierra Madre to order, the 
following work to be done, to-wit: 

First. That said Sunnyside Avenue 
from the intersection of Live Oak 
Avenue on the south to the south prop¬ 
erty line of Grand View avenue on the 
north, including all intersections, (ex 
cept such portions of said street and 
intersections as are required by law 
to be kept in order or repair by any 
person or company having railroad 
tracks thereon, and also excepting such 
portions of said street and intersec 
tions as have already been graded to 
the official line and grade, oiled and 
accepted by said city,) be graded and 
oiled in accordance with the plans and 
profiles for such work on file in the 
office of the City Engineer of said 
city, and city specifications for the 
grading and oiling of streets on file in 
the office of the City Clerk of said 
city, said specifications being num¬ 
bered 10. 

Second. That a cement curb be con¬ 
structed along both sides of said Sun¬ 
nyside avenue from the north curb 
line of Live Oak avenue on the south 
to the south property line of Grand 
View avenue on the north, (except 
along such portions of said street be¬ 
tween said intersections where a ce¬ 
ment curb has been constructed to 
line and grade and accepted by said 
city,) in accordance with the plans 
and profiles for such work on file in 
the office of the City Engineer of said 
city, and specifications for the con¬ 
struction of cement curbs on file in the 
office of the City Clerk of said city, 
said specifications being numbered 2. 

Third. That a cement gutter five 
(5) feet in width be constructed along 
the westerly side of said Sunnyside 
avenue from the north curb line of 
Live Oak avenue on the south to the 
south property line of Grand View 
avenue on the north, (except along 
such portions of said westerly side of 
said street where a cement gutter five 
(5) feet in width has been constructed 
to the official line and grade and ac¬ 
cepted by said city,) in accordance 
with the plans and profiles for such 
work on file in the office of the City 
Engineer of said city, and city speci¬ 
fications for the construction of ce¬ 
ment gutters on file in the office of the 
City Clerk of said city, said specifica¬ 
tions being numbered 8. 

Fourth. That a cement gutter two 
and one-half (2^) feet in width be 
constructed along the easterly side of 
Sunnyside avenue from the north curb 
line of Live Oak avenue on the south 
to the south property line of Grand 
View avenue on the north, (except 
along such portions of said easterly 
side of said street where a cement gut¬ 
ter two and one-half (2^) feet in 
width has been constructed to the of¬ 
ficial line and grade and accepted oy 
said city), in accordance with the plans 
and profiles for such work on file in 
the office of the City Engineer of said 
city, and city specifications for the 
construction of cement gutters on file 
in the office of the City Clerk of said 
city, said specifications being num¬ 
bered 8. 

Fifth. That cement concrete culverts 
be constructed along and across said 
Sunnyside avenue, between said ter¬ 
mini, where shown on the plans and 
profiles for such work, and in ac¬ 
cordance with the number of the plan 
designated thereon, and in accordance 
with city specifications for the con¬ 
struction of cement concrete culverts 
on file in the office of the City Clerk 
of said city, said specifications being 
numbered 9. 

Sixth. That cement swales be con¬ 
structed along and across said Sun¬ 
nyside avenue, between said termini.
